To  the  Ghairraan  and  Members  of  the  Coimcil, 

Mr, Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I present  my  Annual 
Report  for  1959  on  the  health  of  your  district. 

The  health  generally  throughout  the  district  has  been 
good.  Although  there  were  83  cases  of  measles  notified,  the 
disease  was  relatively  mild  and  no  serious  complications  or 
deaths  occurred. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  is  again  lower  than  formerly 
and  it  compares  favourably  with  the  figure  reported  ten  years 
ago  and  with  that  for  the  County  of  Pembroke  and  for  England 
and  Wales, 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  find  that  no  new  oases  of 
tuberculosis  were  notified  during  1959  end  no  deaths  occurred 
from  this  disease.  Ten  years  ago,  in  1949,  seven  new  cases 
of  tuberculosis  were  notified  and  there  were  six  deaths, 

ITo  cases  of  acute  polio-msre litis  have  been  notified  in 
this  district  since  vaccination  against  the  disease  coiiraenced. 

The  housing  position  in  the  district  is  generally  easier. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  problem  of  obtaining  the  necessary 
land  in  the  Newport  area  will  soon  be  solved,  which  will  enable 
further  council  houses  to  be  built,  and  thus  help  to  relieve 
the  shortage  that  exists  in  this  area.  Each  year  a small 
number  of  properties  are  being  improved  by  means  of  a grant 
and  this  helps  towards  relieving  the  housing  position. 

Permission  has  been  obtained  to  improve  certain  sections 
of  the  Water  supplj^.  When  this  work  is  completed  , the  temporary 
shortages  which  now  occur  should  cease. 

Again,  I would  like  to  emphasise  how  important  a xoart 
the  Public  Health  Inspector  plays  in  the  maintenance  of  the 
of  the  conditions  suitable  for  healthy  living.  Much  work  has 
been  done  to  implement  the  recommendations  roade  under  the 
Pood  and  Hygiene  regulations  and  conditions  have  improved,

members  of  the  Council  and  its  officers  for  their  continued 
courtesy  and  co-operation  and  to  include  in  this  m;^^  thanlos  to 
mjr  clerk.

The  general  death  rate  shows  a slight  increase  this  year. 
Approximately  62,87^0  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  occurred  in 
persons  aged  over  70  years  and  of  these,  28.03^  occurred  in 
persons  aged  over  30  years.  Of  the  nineteen  deaths  from  cancer, 
five  were  due  to  career  of  the  lung  and  all  occurred  in  males. 
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The  greatest  number  of  deaths  from  any  one  cause  v/as  again 
due  to  heart  disease  which  accounted  for  forty-five  deaths.  The 
tvvo  deaths  due  to  accidents  were  caused  by  electric  shock  in  a 
woman  aged  59  years  and  a fall  in  a woman  aged  39  years.

Vaccihg^tion  Records  were  received  during  the  year  of 

i-1-0  primary  vaccinations  and  1 secondary 
vaccination. 

Immunisation  Records  were  received  of  86  diphtheria 

immunisations  and  11  re -inforcing  in- 
jections, and  63  children  were  immunised 
against  whooping  cough. 

Both  vaccination  against  smallpox  and  immunisation  against 
diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  are  carried  out  by  the  local  prac- 
titioners, who  are  paid  by  the  County  Council  on  receipt  by  your 
Medical  Officer  of  the  record  cards. 


YACCINATION  AGAfflST  .POLIO-B..fYELITIS . 

During  the  year  permission  was  granted  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  for  the  age  limit  to  be  raised  to  26  years,  so  that 
the  age  group  is  now  from  6 months  to  26  years.  This  work  has 
continued  at  the  clinics  and  in  the  schools  and  it  has  meant 
much  additional  work  for  the  County  Health  Department.
